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Air controllers still out sick’

Scores of air traffic controllers stuck 
to their “ sick out” today, but a trickle 
obeyed a court order to return to work. 
Airlines reported some delays but no 
major tieups. 
The Air Transport 
Association, a 
trade organization 
representing major 
airlines, said its surveys showed air­ 
lines were “ taking minor delays” with 
the exception of such areas as New York, 
where delays ran over one hour, 
and 
Chicago, which was 
socked in by a 
snowstorm. 
The Federal 
Aviation 
Administra­ 
tion 
said only 
52 per cent of controll­ 
ers reported to work at the key New 
York control center. But in Denver 74 
per cent were reported on the job com­ 
pared to 42 per cent 
Wednesday when 
the slowdown began. 
In Cleveland, 67 per cent were said 
to be on duty compared to 48 per cent 
Wednesday. But in Minneapolis only 16 
per cent showed up compared to 
48 
per cent Wednesday. 
An ATA spokesman 
said the sched­ 
uled 
airlines were 
able to operate 94 
per cent of their schedule Wednesday, 
cancelling 
286 
flights out of a normal 
daily schedule of 6,900. 
Today, 
American Airlines reported 
canceling some flights in the crowded 
Northeast 
corridor and United trimed 
its schedule 
to Chicago because of the 
bad weather. Eastern 
said it planned 
to operate all 
of its flights. 
A federal 
judge in Washington, act­ 
ing at the government’s 
request, is­ 
sued 
a 
10-day restraining order late 
Wednesday banning a strike by the 7,500- 
man 
Professional 
Air Traffic Con­ 
trollers Organization (PATCO). 
But 
PA I CO said its members were sick, not 
on strike.

nant told a court martial board today he 
ordered the execution of a Vietnamese 
prisoner because he knew his superiors 
wanted the man killed. 
it . James B. Duffy, 22, of Claremont, 
Calif., in dramatic day-long testimony 
in 
his defense against a premeditated 
murder charge, said he condoned the 
shooting of the suspected Viet Cong pris­ 
oner last September and radioed his com­ 
pany commander the man was shot while 
trying to escape. 


“ I knew that he (the company com­ 
mander) knew what was going on, what 
had 
happened,” Duffy said. “ He knew 
what I meant.” 
Duffy, 
holder of three Bronze Stars 
and a Purple Heart, answered questions 
in a calm, deliberate voice. 
He said he fully realized 
what was 
going to happen 
when four of his sub­ 
ordinates took the 
prisoner, 
a South 
Vietnamese 
army deserter named Do 
\ an Man, into the woods 40 miles south­ 
west of Saigon last Sept. 5.

Smith, security chief of the Beverly Wil- 
shire Hotel and a retired captain of the 
force, to serve until a permanent

placement could be found. Smith agreed, 
Kimble had been criticized 
for ap- 
pearing on a television talk show with an 
actress 
and 
exotic 
dancer, 
grant­ 
ing an interview with the underground 
Los Angeles Free Press, and failing to 
check witli the council on important 
matters.

by 700 
supporters of Kimble, the council voted 
3-2 Tuesday night against retaining the 
chief, who came here from his job as 
police chief in San Carlos, Calif. Kim­ 
ble’s one year probationary period was 
to end April 15.

26 board members may resign

Twenty-six school board members in­ 
cluding one from Lompoc will resign 
if stiff financial disclosure legislation 
goes into effect, and 21 more in the 
county may follow suit. 


The figures were released yesterday 
by County School Supt. 
Lorenzo Dali' 
Armi based on a survey of 20 ele­ 
mentary, three high school, two unified 
and two junior college districts. 
Lompoc School Trustee John Beattie, 
rancher and veteran of nine years service 
on Lompoc Unified School District board, 
has announced that he will resign if the 
financial disclosure laws remain in force 
as they are now constituted. 
He told fellow school board members 
some time ago that his financial holdings 
were his own private business. He also 
scored the application of the law to 
public servants who are not paid for 


their services. 
School board trustees 
serve without pay. 
Beattie is the only local trustee known 
to be considering resigning. 
In addition to the 26 certain resig­ 
nations, 13 more board members are 
“ probable” resignations, andeightmore 
are “ possible” according to Dali’Armi. 
School board members and school 
superintendents and a wide variety of 
public 
officials 
must 
disclose their 
financial interests early next month. The 
exact nature and extent of the disclosures 
were uncertain today in the face of efforts 
to modify requirements of the law. 
Dall’Armi said the cost of elections 
to fill vacancies created by such res­ 
ignations would bear heavily on the 
county’s already financially embattled 
school districts. 
Nearly $23,000 was 
spent by six county school districts 
for special trustee elections in the 
1968-1969 fiscal year. 
Dall'Armi said the threatened res­ 
ignations would force 11 school districts

Woman killed 


SANTO 
DOMINGO 
(UPI) - Final 
agreement was reached today for the 
safe return of kidnaped American diplo­ 
mat 
Lt. Col. Donald J. Crowley, the 
government 
announced. Crowley’s life 
had hung in the balance since Wednes­ 
day when other agreements collapsed. 
An official statement said the 21 po- 
lital prisoners being released in ex­ 
change for Crowley’s life will leave 
Santo Domingo 
for Mexico 
City on a 
chartered 
Pan 
American 
flight 
at 
3:00 p.m. EST. 
The kidnapers will turn the 48-year- 
old Crowley over to the Mexican am­ 
bassador, 
Rancisco E. Garcia, 
when 
the political prisoners are delivered to 
his embassy, the announcement said. 
Government Press Secretary Cesar 
Herrera said the exchanged prisoners 
will be escorted from the Mexican Em­ 
bassy to the international 
airport, 
some 20 miles from the city, in a cara­ 
van of diplomatic cars and under escort 
of the French, 
British, 
West German 
and Holy See ambassadors. They will be 
accompanied 
to Mexico 
by Domini- 
can 
Archbishop Hugo Eduardo Polan­ 
co Brito. 


Shortly 
before the announcement th* 
, Dominican 
police 
chief, in an attempt 
to save 
Crowley’s 
life, had appealed 
directly to the kidnapers to accept the 
terms 
offered by 
th* government for 
Crowley’s release. 


There is nodirect communication with 
ttie kidnapers but Gen. Guillermo Guz­ 
man 
Acosta’s 
appeal was broadcast 
by local radio 
stations. 
The kidnaj>- 
ers have threatened to kill Crowley un­ 
less 21 political prisoners are freed.

NEW YORK (UPI) — New York City 
postmen returned to work today ending 
the first postal 
strike in the nation’s 
history. The federal 
government then 
released from active duty twothirds of 
the 27,000 troops called up by President 
Nixon to keep the mail moving. 


The New York letter carriers, the 
last of nearly 
210,000 who walked off 
their jobs in 14 states during ttie eight- 
day strike to return to work, appeared 
in a jovial mood their first day back. 


“ We got our point across,” one post­ 
man said, “ That’s all we wanted to do. 


Now I’m just 
delighted 
to be back at 
work,” 
The Pentagon

U.S. jets cross into Cambodia 


SAIGON 
(U PI)—The 
U.S. 
Command said today American 
jets crossed into Cambodia to 
bomb North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong troops who had fired 
across 
the border at South 
Vietnamese forces. 
The raids Tuesday 60 miles 
west-northwest of Saigon were 
ordered after South Vietnamese 
troops received “ heavy fire” 
from 
guerrillas across the 
border, spokesmen said. 
The South Vietnamese were 
reported engaged in an exten­ 
sive battle with guerrillas two 
miles 
from 
the Cambodian 
border in KiengTuong Province 
when 
they 
drew fire 
from 
Cambodia. 
Military spokesmen reported 
110 Americans died in Vietnam 


last week, pushing the number 
of GIs killed this year to 1,078. 
Another 864 were wounded. 
South Vietnamese forces lost 
398 killed and 902 wounded and 
Viet Cong and North Vietna­ 
mese troops were listed at 2,301 
dead. 
The latest American strikes 
into Cambodia were followed by 
seven B52 missions Wednesday 
night and today that ranged 
from the Laotian border near 
the A Shau Valley to the Seven 
Sisters Mountains 120 miles 
west-southwest of Saigon.

It was .the first reduction 
since Sept. 25, 
1968 in the 
interest rate banks charge their 
biggest and best customers.

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The war is lowering on hemlines-fashion polls reveal minis are favored

NEW 
YORK 
(UPI)—You’ve 
lost a skirmish, fellows, but not 
the war. The war on lowering 
hemlines that is. All those in 
favor of the mini are safe 
through Easter and summer. 
Don’t let the weapons of an 
all-French, all midcalf ward­ 
robe worn by Mme. Georges 
Pompidou deter — remember, 
the 
wife 
of 
the 
French 
President 
was 
promoting 
French designers on her recent 
U.S. 
state 
visit. Or, 
don’t 
expect a grandsweep for the 
midi, 
or 
midcalf, 
because 
Jacqueline 
Kennedy 
Onassis 
bought 
a few. 
A 
mass 
of 
females is clinging to the short 
skirts in the face of tremendous 
pressure from assorted sourc­ 
es, and the group includes Mrs. 
Richard M. Nixon, who has let 
it be known she does not think 
“ women should be dictated to.” 
Consider how some of the 
battle-lines are shaping up with 
the anti-midi women’s factions. 
There’s a brand new picket­ 
ing and parading group called 
the GAMS (Girls Against More 
Skirt) , which declares, “ We 
belong to a generation that isn’t 
“ 
going to be pushed into wearing 
something we don’t want to 
wear, simply because it’s new. 
Keep the mini on the market.’ 
On the West Coast, a group of 
women activists against long 
skirts call themselves POOFF 
(Preservation of Our Feminini­ 
ty and Finance). 
And a poll made for United 
Press International by Sidlinger 
& 
Co., 
a 
marketing 
and 
research firm, showed the men 
were 
54.9 
per 
cent 
for 
miniskirts, with 30.4 per cent 
voting for longer lengths. The 
women 
were 
about 
equally 
divided between the midi and 
the mini. 
About 
as 
typical 
as 
any 
comments against the midiskirt 
was overheard in New Orleans, 
between two girls in their 20’s. 
One said to the other, “ skirts 
are going to be longer this 
year.” The other snapped back, 
“ Mine aren’t.” 
To find what is happening to 
spring and summer hemlines 
and to reception of the midi, 
UPI polled stores and custo­ 
mers in large, medium and 
small towns. Consensus—The 
midi will have a lot tougher 
going than the “ New Look” of 
1947. 
That was the year Christiar 
Dior, 
Paris’ 
number 
one 
couturier in world influence, 
suddenly dropped skirt lengths 
to well below mid-calf. But 
keep 
in 
mind-at 
the time, 
manufacturers were just being 
released from World War II 
restrictions on fabrics (much of 
the materials was going to the 
m ilitary) 
and 
women 
were 
weary of the mannish styles the 
long war years had meant. 
Dior’s 
timing 
was 
exact. 
Even so, the late couturier was 
picketed on some of his UJS. 
appearances. 
“ I think it’s going to be one 
of the time times women are 
going to buck what comes down 
from Paris," Marilyn Morris, a 
pretty young professional wo­ 
man in Kansas City told UPI. 
It should be noted here that 
not only did a lot of Paris 
stress the midi for spring, but 
so did the influential Valentino 
of Rome, and James Galanos of 
Los 
Angeles. 
Besides, 
the 
longer 
lengths 
have 
been 
nudging 
their 
way onto the 
fashion scene for a couple of 
years in the form of the midi 
and maxi coats for winter. 
Looking 
at any 
change 
financially, a drastic one would 
put the contents of the current 
closets on 
the rack for the 
favorite charity. It would mean 
also a resurgence in sales for 
those 
who 
operate 
the $23 
billion clothing industry (run­ 
ning second only to food in 
; consumer goods). 
But outspoken Martha Beale 
Mitchell, 
wife of the 
UJS. 
Attorney General, speaks for a 
lot of confused consumers when 
she says, “ It’s a very poor time 
as 
far 
as 
the economy is 
concerned to try to push a new 
style on the country.” 
Not only is there the factor of 
miniskirted wardrobes ‘dead’ 
(figure out how to let down a 
micro • mini 
hemline:), 
but 
think of the added cost to the 
customer of the sheer produc­ 
tion 
of 
midcalf 
garments. 
Garments industry sources say 
they’ll 
have 
to 
add to the 
retailer’s cost the amount of 
extra fabric needed-and that 
amounts to anywhere from $5 
for a quarter of a yard on up. 
The UPI survey of cities 
showed stores confused on what 
to stock, customers confused on 
what to buy, and finally hoping 
that Mollie Parnis and others of 
her sensible ilk are correct. 
“ Women will have a ward­ 
robe of lengths,” said Miss 
Parnis, whose customers have 
included First Ladies through 
several administrations. 
“ The trend is to wear what 
you want, and what becomes 
you. The smartest investment 


any woman makes is a three- 
way m irror. 
“ The true midi for after-five 
is divine, properly accessor­ 
ized. But none of this 4 inches 
below 
the knee for day. It 
makes anyone look older.” 


Miss 
Parnis 
said 
she is 
cutting fall clothes, daytime 
length, at mid-knee. The Arkin 
Organization, a volume giant on 
Seventh Avenue, heart of the 
city’s 
garment 
industry, is 
cutting fall lengths one inch 
below the knee, but putting in a 
four inch hem —just in case the 
wearer wants to adjust matters 
a bit. 
“ We are not going to be 
drastic, ” said Leonard Arkin 
the firm ’s president. “ I just 
don’t believe the long dress is 
becoming, although in spite of 
us 
there’ll 
be 
a 
certain 
percentage wearing it. 
“ The biggest deterrent is the 
husband 
-he’s the one who 
decides what the woman will 
wear.” 
One New York store, Oh- 
rbach’s, had us all teased into 
midi-thinking with its full page 
newspaper 
advertisements 
reading: 
“ The 
Knee 
is 


Dead.” , announcing the show­ 
ings of its European imports 
and copies. 
But the show for press and 
consumer showed not midcalf, 
but merely covering the knee. 
“ The midcalf is all wrong,” 
said 
Irene 
Satz, 
a 
vice 
president who has been tuned in 
on the Paris scene for several 
years. “ It was the 1940’s. This 
is the 1970’s. Wear clothes just 
to cover the knee for daytime. 
Wear them all the way to the 
ankle for evening.” 
On the 
city by city UPI 
survey, we found that the midi 
or mid-calf, if it catches, will 
not show until fall and winter, 
when it makes more sense. 
Who’s going to wear midcalf in 
an 80 degree temperature! 
Some comments from stores 
and consumers: 
“ I couldn’t care less,” says 
Washington hostess Gwen Ca- 
fritz, who ceased her Paris 
shopping tours, admired the 
midcalf length on Mme. Pompi­ 
dou, thought she “ would look 
good in anything” , and conclud­ 
ed “ I don’t think most of us are 
going to bother.” 
Mrs. George P.Romney, wife 
of ~ the Health, Education and 


Welfare 
Secretary, 
and 
a 
candidate for the GOP senator­ 
ial 
nomination 
in Michigan, 
observed that the “ longer skirts 
are too sudden” after the mini. 
“ It’s all too fast,” she said. 
Mrs. William P. Rogers, wife 
of the Secretary of State, who 
is as tall as Mme. Pompidou, 
said, “ I hope not” , when asked 
whether the midi was going to 
make it. 
Many women on the capital 
scene 
expected 
the 
longer 
length to arrive -but not for 
summer. Frankie Welch, whose 
suburban Alexandria, Va.dress 
shop caters to Washington’s 
social 
leaders, 
cabinet and 
congressional wives, 
thought 
that 
“ by 
next 
fall 
we’ll 
accustom our eyes to a longer 
look.” 
In Dallas, Tex., center of a 
big business in clothes manu­ 
facturing, E .L . Randazzo, Jr., 
president of the Texas Fashion 
Creators Association comment­ 
ed, “ I haven’t seen anyone who 
wants the midi...if anyone goes 
strictly with the midi, it will be 
suicide.” 
One 
Dallas 
manufacturer, 
Robert L. Michelin, president of 
the Parkland firm, said of the 


midi—If 
you’ve 
seen 
those 
movies on the late show which 
were made in the ’30’s, with 
those 
funny looking clothes, 
that’s what it looks like.“ 
Yet, a famous Dallas retail 
outlet, 
Neiman - Marcus, said 
“ the midicoats and midiskirts 
will make it on their own...” 
In Boston, Robert A. Blanks, 
Jr., general manager, Bonwit 
Teller, finds assorted lengths 
selling 
with 
“ indeciveness” 
among 
customers 
on 
the 
midcalf. 
Moda 
Boutique, at nearby 
Somerville, Mass., reported, it 
even had “ people come in and 
say ‘Thank God, you don’t have 
it.’” 
In Denver, Mrs. Alta Smith, 
28, 
ruled 
against 
the midi 
because “ it is an ugly length ... 
it cuts up the prettiest part of a 
woman’s leg.” 
For whatever it is worth tc 
retailers and 
manufacturers, 
my mail since I asked, in ar. 
earlier column ‘Please, please’ 
let the mini stay,” the response 
has 
been overwhelmingly in 
favor of doing just that. 
But I would be remiss as a 
reporter, if I failed to quote one 
writer 
—Charles Reeves, of 


Allons, Tex., who wrote that 
“ the only completely emanci­ 
pated 
woman 
is 
the 
one 
completely undressed.”

Emergency 
Detention Act 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) -R o ss 
M. Harano says he was born 
behind the barbed wire of a 
“ concentration camp” nearly 
30 years ago and considered 
“ dangerous” even asanewborn 
baby. 
This was not, he points out, in 
imperial Japan, Nazi Germany 
or Communist Russia—but in 
California. 
Harano’s mother and father 
were among 110,000 persons 
herded into what were euphe­ 
mistically 
called “ relocation 
camps.” Their crime? They 
were of Japanese ancestry. 
Now a life insurance agent in 
Chicago, Harano briefly told of 
his background in a quiet voice 
and 
without 
a 
trace 
of 
bitterness in testimony Tuesday 
before 
the 
House 
Internal 
Security Committee. 
Together 
with 
five 
other 
Americans of Japanese descent, 
Harano begged the committee 
to approve Senate-passed legis­ 
lation intended to assure other 
Americans they would not be 
subjected to a sim ilar fate. 
The legislation would repeal 
the Emergency Detention Act 
of 
1950, which permits the 
detention of any person without 
charge on the mere suspicion 
that he might commit espion­ 
age or sabotage in a national 
emergency. 
The bill was introduced in the 
Senate 
bv 
Sen. 
Daniel 
K. 
Inouye, a Hawaii Democrat of 
Japanese ancestry who lost an 
arm fighting in Italy for the 
United States. 
“ I introduced this measure 
when I became aware of the 
widespread rumors circulated 
throughout our nation that the 
federal government was ready­ 
ing concentration camps to be 
filled 
with 
those 
who 
hold 
unpopular views and beliefs,” 
Inouye said when he introduced 
the bill. “ These rumors are 
widely 
circulated 
and 
are 
believed in many ghettoes as 
well as by those dissidents who 
are at odds with many of the 
policies of the United States.” 
Harano, in urging passing of 
the bill testified rumors such 
as those mentioned by Inouye 
had swept through the black 
community of Chicago. Many, 
he said, believed that a con­ 
centration camp was being built 
northwest of the city. 
Harano and other Japanese- 
Americans who appeared be­ 
fore the committee to urge 
repeal said they were no longer 
afraid it might be applied to 
them. 
Mike Masaoka, the Washington 
representative of the Japanese 
A m e r i can Citizens League 
(JACL), said they wished only 
to 
make 
sure 
that 
“ no 
individual or group in the land 
will ever again be forced to 
suffer 
the 
humiliation 
and 
deprivation 
of concentration 
camps, American style.” 


What happened to the Ameri­ 
can-born 
Nisei, 
and 
their 
parents, 
the 
Japanese-born 
Issei, was “ a grim reminder,” 
Masaoka said, of what could 
happen 
to minorities “ in a 
period of hate and hysteria.” 
The 
mass removal of the 
Japanese-Americans from their 
homes on the West Coast was 
ordered by the Army shortly 
after 
the 
attack 
on 
Pearl 
Harbor because of the fear of 
sabotage and espionage. 
Such acts of disloyalty never 
occurred, the witnesses said, 
and 
the 
Japanese-Americans 
proved 
their loyalty on the 
battlefields of World Warn. 


Reinecke says it's time for faculty, 
politicians to agree to cooperate 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Lt.

Dellinger, one of those convict­ 
ed in the recent Chicago Seven 
trial, and Mrs. Cora Weiss, a 
leader of Women’s Strike for 
Peace. 
Wilson noted in his letter to 
Mitchell that the committee has 
stated in its letters to families 
of American POW’s that North 
Vietnam had decided to use the 
organization as a means of 
relaying letters to and from 
prisoners.

the committee is 
functioning 
at

request, 
direction, or control of the

Vietnamese

ment,” Wilson told Mitchell.

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To The Editor: 
Well, what is it going to be 
Mr. and Mrs. Average Amer­ 
ica? Do we put up with the vio­ 
lence and 
revolution in the 
streets and on campus, or do 
we get concerned, genuinely 
concerned and start doing some­ 
thing? 
The violent revolution on the 
college campus has gotten com­ 
pletely out of hand. We have 
been told time and time again 
that this is the student’s right 
to dissent. But who has the right 
to destroy 
property, 
either 
public or private, 
which was 
built and paid for by you, the 
taxpayer? 
Who has the right 
to make pseudo - demands, agi­ 
tate and disrupt the education­ 
al process that is provided by 
you the taxpayer? 
Who has 
the right to throw rocks, clubs, 
knives, 
human excretion and 
spit on our policeman, who is 
risking his life protecting what 
is yours and mine? The answer 
obviously is no one. 
The fact of the matter is this 
kind of thing has continued for a 
number of years. More impor­ 
tantly is the fact that it fol­ 
lows a definite, well developed 
plan. It was about 
1934 when 
the foundation was well laid 
at the University of California 
Berkeley for the hub of the in­ 
ternational 
Communist con­ 
spiracy. The Conspiracy work­ 
ed 
aggressively 
to spread 
Marxism - Leninism through­ 
out the Berkeley campus and 
recruited 
key students 
into 
the Young Communist League 
and other student fronts. So 
you see, 
Communist infiltra­ 
tion into our colleges didn’t 
happen 
overnight, 
it 
has 
been with us for over thirty 
years. As much as ten years 
ago FBI Director 
J. Edgar 
Hoover, reported to the Amer­ 
ican public that the revolution­ 
ary groups active on the college 
campus were organized and run 
by the Communists. This was at 
a time when we 
should have 
given the problem top priority. 
Instead, our actions were in 
sympathy with their cause. Our 
“ all too permissive” society 
actually ruled in favor of the 
Conspiracy by eliminating loy­ 
alty 
oaths, 
awarding court 
rulings 
in favor of known 
Communists and rationalizing 
away the problem that the Com­ 
munist conspiracy is out to de­ 
stroy Capitalism and our free 
enterprise system. 
To date, New Left activities 
are prominent and are mak­ 
ing rapid strides 
in a large 
majority of our colleges 
It 
is estimated that there are less 
than 
ten per cent of the stu­ 
dents at Berkeley vocational­ 
ly and professionally oriented. 
They haven’t selected goals in 
life and are encouraged by the 
radical faculty not to select real 
goals, but rather remake their 
systems of moral and ethical 
values. The Conpsiracy aims 
to destroy the three basic hu­ 
man loyalties. Loyalty to God, 
loyalty to country and loyalty 
to family. A typical example 
was given by a student affair’s 
official who recently told an 
alumni association that Capi­ 
talism 
is essentially wrong 
because it is only out for profit 
and that Marx tiad a great deal 
to offer and had humanities in­ 
terest at heart. After hearing 
this philosophy 
from most of 
their 
professors of history, 
sociology, political science and 
English, they begin to think it 
must be right. The Berkeley 
administration officially recog­ 
nizes 
as legitimate campus 
organizations such subversive 
groups as the Communist Pro­ 
gressive 
Labor Party, the 
Communist 
Party 
Forum, 
Students for a Democratic So­ 
ciety, the Communist 
W.E.B. 
DuBois clubs and at least a 
dozen other Marxist • Leninist 
groups. They are turning the 
school into what they call a 
“ free university” where police 
are forbidden to arrest revo­ 
lutionaries without specific per­ 
mission from the administra­ 
tion. 
In effect the campus, a 
tax supported institution, be­ 
comes a sanctuary for criminal 
acts. 
Other 
universities are fall­ 
ing into line. 
It is a fact that 
bus loads of revolutionaries 
periodically 
leave 
Berkeley 
"and journey to other Califor­ 
nia 
universities to conduct 
“ training*’ operations for-the 
revolution. 
Closer to home, 
UC Santa Barbara, a course is 
offered 
in guerrilla warfare 
and most 
recently the young 
revolutionists 
were 
very ac­ 
tive doing their “ laboratory” 
work on the campus and in the 
streets 
of Isla Vista. In fact 
the latest incident did hit home. 
Police 
officers from Lompoc 
were called to augment the au­ 
thority that was attempting to 
maintain peace and calm. One 
of those officers was injured. 
Tills brings 
me to the main 
tcpic of my 
letter. How much 
longer are you going to idly 
stand by and do nothing? How 
much longer are you going to ra­ 
tionalize 
that 
Communism, 
Socialism, 
Collectivism (or 
whatever you choose to call it) 


is not a problem? Are you go­ 
ing to wait until your apple cart 
has been upset before you spring 
into action? How can you look 
at yourself in the mirror ev­ 
ery morning? 
You ask what can be done. 
First, you must educate your­ 
self to the real problem. Why 
are students in the streets, who 
is behind them, 
what is their 
leader’s 
motive, how can they 
provide fuel for the Conspira­ 
cy and get away with it? You 
might find the real answers very 
interesting. 
These questions 
can also be applied to many of 
our country’s problems. Sec­ 
ondly, 
write your represen­ 
tatives 
in government, 
use 
them. They are your servant. 
You pay their salary so you have 
a right to know what they are 
doing. Government is of, 
for 
and by the people 
only if the 
people participate. Don’t 
re­ 
sort to violence yourself as 
this is exactly 
what the Con­ 
spiracy wants you to do. You 
have to bring pressure through 
channels to ensure present 
laws are enforced in the courts 
and that our local police have 
the authority to do their job. 
It will not be an easy task, in 
fact it will take a concerted ef­ 
fort on the part of all Ameri­ 
cans. 
Let George do it? If 
that’s your attitude, 
someday 
they will bury you and George 
together. Which will it 
be 
America? There is no middle 
road.

I’ve lived in Lompoc for eight 
years. During High School I 
was quite active on the Speech 
team and was interested in Art. 
I worked as a Student Teacher 
my senior year. I have always 
been active in my church and 
its youth program. 1 graduated 
from Scouting, after 12 years, 
at the end of my senior year. 
With luck I obtained a small 
scholarship to help continue my 
education. I am now 18 years of 
age and a freshman at Allan 
Hancock J.C. in Santa Maria. My 
residence is still Lompoc. 
I don’t think I have stood 
idle. I’ve 
thought of volun­ 
teering some time and energy 
to some of the clubs in town, but 
my 
school hours have kept 
me from doing so. My idea of fun 
isn’t being formally dressed in a 
parliamentary meeting nor run­ 
ning around on a farm roping 
steer.

Dr. King is being recognized 
for the good work he tried 
to do during his lifespan • 
he was slain because of the 
idealism and good he tried to 
do - He became a martyr for 
this cause.

Why not 
allow ALL our children and 
ourselves the basic right of 
living in this land. 
A land 
that the Black man, woman, 
and child, has never done harm 
too - and become full members 
of the United States of America. 
Don’t you think it is time we 
stopped thinking, deragatorily, 
of the color of a person’s skin, 
the failures of a people, the 
shortcomings etcetra and go 
forth together and continue to 
achieve great things in our 
community -? Hoping the good 
will and respect can spread, 
in ever widening circles, and 
bring about greater peace of 
mind and free out minds and 
energies to the many wonder­ 
ful things we can achieve as a 
United America. 
I am flying my flag March 
24th because I am an American 
citizen and I wish to pay homage 
to a group of American Citizens

What he had in mind was re­ 
turn trips to Santa Barbara’s 
Laguna Park for engagem ents 
with Dos Pueblos and San Mar­ 
cos in league play (May 5 and 
May 8). 
Night baseball on the high 
school level is somewhat of a 
rarity locally. T his is because 
when it com es to league play, 
those team s which do not regu­ 
larly play at night could be at 
a disadvantage 
against those 
which are used to searching for 
a ball an.id the glare of lights. 
Consequently coaches, by mu­ 
tual agreem ent, tend to stick 
with the day gam es. 
Only 
Lompoc 
and Cabrillo 
currently do not have a ball 
park in which they could play 
at night. Next year, with the 
addition of Arroyo Grande and 
San Luis Obispo to the circuit, 
San 
Luis Obispo would have 
a ccess to a field (M ission Park 
in San Luis Obispo) while A r­ 
royo Grande does not. 
But why are the coaches in­ 
terested in the prospect for 
night gam es0 There are three 
basic 
reasons: em otional ap­ 
peal to the players, increased 
attendance and the resultant in­ 
crease in baseball income to 
help support the program s. 
Each 
reason 
goes hand-in- 
hand with the other. Currently 
all ball gam es are free of ad­ 
m ission. But because they have 
to tie during the day, the crowds 
can scarcely be called that since 
they 
draw those few staunch 
sup[K>rters and parents who are 
able to get away from work, 
are not able to catch the last 
few innings after work. 
With an increased drawing 
capability, coaches contend that 
they can make their program s 


break even with expenses. This 
is based on the review of the 
past several seasons by the 
Santa Maria and Righetti coach­ 
e s who have been able to break 
even with the cost of uniform s, 
bats and balls and travel expens­ 
e s by running as many night 
gam es as possible. 
From the way they talk, it 
sounds feasible. 
Of course the big obstacle is 
the cost of construction of a 
ball park equipped for play at 
night. With the wide interest in 
youth 
baseball it sounds rea­ 
sonable that som e type of situ­ 
ation might be worked out where 
both high schools, the Junior 
Legion program, the Babe Ruth 
League and the city recreation 
department and any other in­ 
terested 
citizens could unite 
their efforts and come up with 
a field which could be used by 
all. 
To cut the overall costs, vol­ 
unteer serv ices could be so lici­ 
ted with all agencies to work to­ 
gether toward the funding of the 
project. Continuing the thinking 
along the sam e line, additional 
efforts would lead to those agen­ 
c ies which would use the park 
helping to pay for the installa­ 
tion through a rent — using in­ 
com e from concession and gate 
receipts — to pay for at least 
a portion of the costs. 
Perhaps it might work.

take crack at 


‘big time’ boys 


Cal Poly’s wrestling team, 
NCAA college division cham­ 
pion for the third straight year, 
w ill move up to challenge “ the 
big boys’’ at the NCAA univer­ 
sity division wrestling cham­ 
pionships set today through Sat­ 
urday at Northwestern Univer­ 
sity in Evanston, 111. 
The Mustangs, who have also 
won the college division crown 
four of the last five years, 
qualified five men for the uni­ 
versity division meet during 
the college division meet at 
Ashland, 
Ohio, 
earlier this 
month. 
Those wrestlers were Terry 
Hall, two-time college division 
champion at 118; Glenn Ander­ 
son at 126; Lee Torres at 150; 
John Finch at 158; and Rich 
Simmons at 177. Finch suffered 
a shoulder separation during his 
championship match in Ashland 
and will not compete. 
Combined, the four Mustangs’ 
overall record for the 1969- 
70 campaign is an impressive 
95 wins, 17 losses and one tie. 
Last year, the Mustangs scor­ 
ed 52 points for fifth place, 
nosing out sixth - place finish­ 
er Oklahoma State University. 
The Cowpokes have captured a 
record 26 titles during the 39- 
year history of the NCAA uni­ 
versity division championships. 
However, the Mustangs will not 
fare as well as last year be­ 
cause of a recent NCAA ruling. 
That is, a college division team 
like Cal Poly, cannot score 
points in a university division 
championship. 


Los Angeles was the site of 
the 1932 games and Yorty, then 
a law student, was in atten­ 
dance. Now he’s leading a drive 
to bring the games back to 
California in 1976, 
The big decision is less than 
two months away. 
On May 12 at Amsterdam 72 
International Olympic Commit­ 
tee members will decide which 
city—Los Angeles, Moscow or 
Montreal—will stage the sum­ 
mer Olympics in six years. 
Los Angeles and Moscow are 
the principal contenders with 
Montreal alongshot. 
“ I think it’s between us and 
Moscow,’’ Yorty said in an 
interview with UPI. “ At one 
time it looked like Montreal 
had actually dropped out of the 
bidding. 
“ I ’ve 
been 
told that 
the 
Canadian government will not 
finance 
Montreal again after 
the Expo ’67 world’s fair. The 
putting on of the games would 
be an undertaking beyond that 
city’s ability because they lack 
so many facilities.’’ 
Moscow doesn’t scare Yorty 
as much as it once did. The 
Russians entered the race late. 
“ At first,’’ the Los Angeles 
mayor remarked, “ we were 
concerned about what commit­ 
ments 
Russia 
might 
have 
extracted 
before 
announcing 
that Moscow wanted the games. 
“ But 
so 
far 
as 
we can 
determine among our sources 
which are outside of the Iron 
Curtain, we don’t find that any 
commitments 
were made in 
advance to Moscow. 


“ We also find the effort of 
Moscow seems to be limited to 
Iron 
Curtain 
countries 
and 
parts of Europe. We haven’t 
seen 
any 
activity 
in 
this 
hemisphere.’’ 
Yorty was in Panama City 
for the Caribbean Games last 
month. He hosted a luncheon 
and six IOC members attended. 
The mayor says he was “ very 
encouraged.’’ 
According to the mayor, Los 
Angeles knows where it stands 
in the homestretch drive for the 
72 IOC votes. 
“ We think it looks good,’’ he 
declared. 
“ We have an idea 
how many votes we have but I 


can’t say. The members of the 
International Olympic Commit­ 
tee are very sensitive in this 
area of being committed.’’ 
Los Angeles can hold the 
games without costing the city 
anything. In fact, there proba­ 
bly would be a profit to share 
with the IOC. 
Ninety-seven per cent of the 
Los Angeles facilities are built 
including 
the 
Memorial Co­ 
liseum, site of the 1932 games. 
The estimated cost of staging 
the two-week event for nearly 
10,000 athletes from more than 
100 countries is $16 million. 
It is estimated that ticket 
sales in Los Angeles would total 
$19 million. Television would 
bring in at least $40 million, 
probably more. 
In Yorty’s opinion, Moscow’s 
major talking point is the fact 
the 
Soviet Union never has 
hosted the Olympics.

Matter of integrity 


Since the Constitutional Amendment known as Proposition 7 
was adopted by the Legislature for voter approval in the June

it possible for the state to carry out now and in the future 
essential 
capital improvement program s which have been 
approved by the voters. 
It does this by facing the realities of today’s bond m arket 
and the uncertainties of future market fluctuations. Instead of 
costing money, 
Proposition 7 will save money for all Cali­ 
fornians; for the longer that voter - approved projects are de­ 
layed by inability to sell the State’s general obligation bonds, 
the most costly those projects become to complete. 


The ideological opposition to Proposition 7 is equally un­ 
w arranted. 
Proposition 7 has nothing to do with the m erits or dem erits 
of any 
construction project. Those have already been de­ 
cided by the Legislature and by the voters, and it is the State’s 
responsibility to carry the projects out. 


To oppose Proposition 
7 because it will make possible the 
completion 
of some voter - approved 
construction project 
which an individual doesn’t like is something like not contribut­ 
ing to the cancer fund because it might lead to the curing of 
some person one doesn’t care much for.

really is at stake today is the State’s fiscal integri­ 
ty, and its ability to grow. 
Proposition 7 is essential to both.

Francis Sargent 
of M assachusetts, seeking his first term 
in his own right, things today look al­ 
most too good. That is what w orries him. 
Faction - ridden though they are, and 
that is the usual state 
of the D em ocrats in 
this strange political 
arena, the opposition 
forces can make con­ 
siderable trouble for 
l IttfT 
Sargent between now 
and campaign time.

State Senate President Maurice Dona­ 
hue is able and widely respected but is 
generally thought to lack winning charis­ 
ma.

ti is viewed as a tired face whose only 
hope lies in having the other Democrats 
kill each other off. 
In some ways the most interesting Dem­ 
ocratic governorship entry is Kenneth P. 
O’Donnell, form er aide to the late John 
F. Kennedy. In 1966 he got 46 per cent 
of the vote in a losing prim ary fight. 
Today he insists he is far better known, 
has the best - working state organiza­ 
tion and can build successfully on the 
270,000 votes he ran up the last time. 
Yet 
some knowledgeable state Dem­ 
ocrats, while praising O’Donnell’s sharp 
political skills, still argue he comes 
across poorly on television, has a low 
recognition factor, and is just not the 
“ out-front” type. He intends, inciden­ 
tally, to by-pass his party’s June advis­ 
ory convention and to focus on the late 
sum m er prim ary. 
Democratic 
experts are not least 
among those here who say their party’s 
chaos and other factors give Republican 
Sargent a commanding edge. One actual­ 
ly used the label “ homespun” to des­ 
cribe the popular appeal of this hand­ 
some Yankee Brahmin who was elected 
lieutenant - governor in 1966. 
I accepted that judgment after watch­ 
ing him bounding around to mix easily 
with crowds in two St. P atrick’s Day par­ 
ades. Attitude polls rate him high on 
warmth and sincerity. 
But the heavy Democratic m ajorities 
in the M assachusetts Legislature can 
hurt Sargent by dumping a host of trou­ 
blesome bills on his desk in the months 
ahead. Probably the most difficult is a 
pending m easure that might give a po­ 
tential m ilitary draftee an option not to 
serve in Vietnam so long as Congress 
does not declare war there. 
Though em barrassed, Sargent might 
feel compelled to sign such a bill. He 
is strongly antiwar and took part in last 
November’s big Vietnam m oratorium . 
Moreover, this crunch dram atizes the 
fact that M assachusetts is poor coun­ 
try for President Nixon and Sargent will 
definitely but delicately have to separate 
himself 
from presidential policies too 
heavily weighted to the conservative and 
“ southern strategy” side. Nixon has been 
so informed. 
And the controversial Vice-President 
Spiro Agnew would not be widely welcom­ 
ed by GOP leaders here, though he may 
visit the state. 
If on top of all this, Nixon gets into 
any serious trouble before November on 
the war or the economy, the rub-off could 
damage Sargent. 
Nevertheless, 
today 
the homespun 
Brahmin, working hard, rides high inone 
of the key big seven states where the 
GOP holds the governorships and needs 
to retain them this year for best ef­ 
fect in presidential 1972 and the inter­ 
vening 
legislative 
re apportionment 
years.

Radiation safety 


Secretary of Health, 
Education and 
Welfare Robert H. Finch is up to his 
ears in the buried question of atomic 
radiation safety 
standards. And, as 
if “ the public be damned” were the 
watchword 
in Byzantium - on - the - 
Potomac, the problem stagnates in a gen­ 
eral atm osphere of old-fashioned decay 
and secrecy. 
In 
the 
past 
20 
years we’ve spent $15 
billion to apply atom­ 
ic energy 
to 
peace­ 
ful uses. 
Some 
$7 
billion 
to $10 billion 
of non-Federal funds 
are already commit­ 
ted, 
with 
an 
esti­ 
mated $22 billion to 
be committed by 1980. 
Yet, in spite of this 
stupendous expansion, Mr. Finch’s chal­ 
lenge of safety 
standards is the first 
review of these since 1957. 
For 
this 
overdue 
purpose 
he is 
harnessing six other Federal agencies 
which constitute the little-known Fed­ 
eral 
Radiation 
Council. 
Now sum­ 
moned, it consists of the Secretaries of 
Labor, Defense, Interior, 
Commerce 
and Agriculture and the Chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
On 
March 
27, 1958, 
I introduced 
(Mir great American nuclear scientist, 
Prof. W. F. Libby, at an international 
conference 
of physicists 
convened in 
Lausanne, 
Switzerland. Able D r. Lib­ 
by 
stated: 
“ It is much more danger­ 
ous to move to the top of a mountain, 
it is much more dangerous to move 
from New York City to Denver, it is 
much more dangerous to live in a red­ 
brick house or bathe in a yellow-tile 
bathroom than to suffer today’s world­ 
wide atomic fall-out.” 
But, 
in the face of the stupendous 
expansion 
in the atom’s peaceful uses 
(as well as the underground tests) and 
the information gained in the past 12 
years, Mr. Finch has found that many 
highly respected physicists, biologists, 
medical authorities and public health ex­ 
perts 
have misgivings 
about today’s 
safety standards 
and perform ances. 
Moreover, 
he feels that the marvelous 
potential in peaceful use has led many 
in the field to minimize the attendant ra­ 
diation 
hazards. Hades is only across 
the river from the Elysian Fields. 
In safety work there is an adage: “ Ev­ 
ery hazard has a cause.” The stan­ 
dards are safeguards against the caus­ 
es. And there are an incredible 2,800 to 
5,000 standards necessary for a typical 
reactor 
power 
plant. 
But many re­ 
spected 
experts 
are pointing out to 
Mr. Finch that only about 100 of these 
“ standards” have been approved. 
Even two famous scientists of the 
AEC’s 
Lawrence 
Radiation 
Labora­ 
tory at Liverm ore, Calif., D r. John W. 
Gofman and Dr. Arthur R. Tamplin, con­ 
tend that the future must see a tenfold 
decrease in the degree of foreseeable 
radiation. 
Other 
scientists 
dispute this. For 
example, 
John Trotter, 
director of 
AEC’s 
Division of Biology and Medi­ 
cine, 
says: “ Present 
radiation dose 
rate 
standards were set lower than 
necessary when last reviewed 
in 1957 
— more stringently than needed.” This 
was 
his answer to a Gofman - Tamplin 
memorandum dated March 2. 
This debate notwithstanding, 
Mr. 
Finch is finding ill-defined 
criteria in 
the safety standards so vital to the pub­ 
lic. Officialdom, 
of course, rules the 
roost and the few approved and many 
unapproved 
standards alike are bound 
up in enough red tape to wrap a mummy. 
Year after year the progress has been 
electrifyingly 
limp. 
And the degree 
of secrecy is nonsensical. 
Mr, 
Finch’s 
first and bewildering 
task is to make a dent in the unapproved 
maze. But also, 
equally alarm ing to 
him, he is unearthing at least five other 
faults. 
At present it takes as long as seven 
years to build and install a nuclear 
power plant. Originally, the contention 
was that it would take about two years. 
Involved with all that, Mr. Finch has un­ 
earthed: (1) 
The som etimes poor de­ 
sign 
of reactors and reactor 
compo­ 
nents. (2) 
Lax supervision and control 
in pioneer and even long-established in­ 
stallations. (3) 
Irresponsible handling 
of critical 
m aterials in certain 
of 
these. (4) 
Insufficient 
or inefficient 
facilities to contain, 
store and safely 
dispose of 
deadly 
radioactive waste. 


(5) Inadequate safeguards in the trans­ 
portation on our railroads and highways 
of nuclear m aterial. 
Lastly, the HEW chief is finding that 
each of these faults so dangerous to the 
public is a secret as tightly kept as a 
family 
indiscretion. He considers this 


the final monumental e rro r and I find, 
in turn, that the now-summoned Fed­ 
eral 
Radiation Council is determined 
to correct it.

Step - up terror 


WASHINGTON (NEA^ 
This re p o rter’s contacts among the 
activist groups believe the violent left 
will turn from destroying property to 
destroying people. 
(Some anticipate political assassina­ 
tions. But these predictions are based 
on trends, not certain knowledge.^ 
As for the facts: 
—Pamphlets n o w 
distributed 
tell 
in 
minute detail how to 
maim policemen. 
—Home addresses 
of police are being 
publicized to subject 
their fam ilies to har­ 
assm ent. 
-Som e explosives 
found and disarm ed 
were set to go off in 
schools and stores at hours when the kill­ 
ings and injuring of men, women and chil­ 
dren would have been terrible indeed. 
The violent ones face problems. Their 
influence declines. They become isolated 
from most college students. They fail at 
recruiting in most high schools. Moder­ 
ates turn their backs. Even most radi­ 
cals 
recoil. 
They draw within them­ 
selves. They splinter on personality and 
tactical quibbles. 
As their influence dies, they grow des­ 
perate. Each splinter attem pts to outdo 
the other. 
They feed on public attention. They 
vie in violence. 
The extrem es of violence drive more 
away. But it creates new im itators. 
(It is not certain all bombings are the 
work of the violent left or right. T er­ 
rorism 
attracts 
anonymous 
thrill 
seekers,) 
The best - known violent groups have 
well - defined aim s. Their targets are 
carefully chosen. 
They want society to strike back. They 
want 
the 
police to get frightened and 
rough. They want the courts to be harsh. 


From Our 93-Year-Old Files 


They want to provoke repression. They 
aim at causing the Fascist state. Enough 
repression, they believe, will bring a rev­ 
olution. They will lead it. 
These violent men and women reason 
that persistent attacks on certain targets 
will most quickly bring this repression: 
—Police stations, policemen and their 
families. 
-D raft boards and draft board mem­ 
bers. 
-C ollege ROTC buildings. 
—Offices of major business firm s. 
When we talk of these violent extrem ­ 
ists we are not dealing in large numbers. 
Nationwide the total is certainly less 
than 1,000. Perhaps it is less than 200. 


At any given scene there may also be 
hangers - on and onlookers. There will 
also be nonextrem ists caught up in the 
emotions and excitement of the moment. 
Violent group leaders are normally 
from well-to-do fam ilies. Some are aided 
by people of wealth and unscrupulous 
lawyers. 
Some 
are guided behind the 
scenes by oldsters who goad their young­ 
e r proteges on. 
Some of the violent ones have quite 
high IQs as we m easure such things con­ 
ventionally. But most are emotionally un­ 
stable. 
What they are concerned with is pow­ 
er, not morality. Privately they will ad­ 
mit to a scorn for both the blue col­ 
lar and white collar “ classes” and for 
most of their “ intellectual” colleagues. 
Like the Nazis, they see them selves as 
“ su p erio r” men and women, destined to 
rule. They, therefore, regard them selves 
as above m orality in any sense you wish 
to define morality. 
In short, these are not earnest, ideal­ 
istic college youths striking at the evils 
of society, any more than Hitler was. He 
talked in glowing term s, too. 
These 
are m isfits, rejected by their 
fellows, but capable of a great deal of 
damage in the period ahead.
